note: A White House release of January 14, de- 
scribing the proposal, stated that the President had 
recommended repeal of appropriations aggregating 
$5,751,428,483 and of contract authorizations of 
$420,079,000 and that hel had proposed a return 
to the Treasury of $346,890^ corporate funds. The 
release also stated that these amounts were in addi- 
tion to the net rescissions of $50.3 billion approved 
by the Congress at the close! of its last session. The 
release added that the appropriations now recom- 
mended for rescission incliided $1,503,971,475 for 
the civil agencies of the Government, $1,420,576,472 
for the Military Establishment, and $2,826,880,536 
for the Naval Establishment. 

The details of the proposal as set forth in the 
letter of the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, 
transmitted with the President’s letter, are printed 
in House Document 394 (/(9th Cong., 2d sess.).

MAJOR GENERAL William J. Donovan 
served in the highly important and respon- 
sible position of Director of Strategic Serv- 
ices, Joint Chiefs of Staff, from June 1942 to 
August 1945. With ability, judgment and 
foresight he anticipated the need for secret 
intelligence, research and analysis, and the 
conduct of unorthodox methods of warfare 
in support of military operations. He ex- 
tended his organization to operate in over- 
seas theaters and neutral areas, and through
